RIOT IN HISTORY 
OF STATE ENDED 


D EA TH PEN A LTY HANGS O V ER

Auburn, N. Y., Dec. 12.—The bloodi­ 
est prison riot the state of New York 
ever has known was definitely at an 
end today, with the 
death 
penalty 
hanging over the convict 
m utineers 
who were still alive after the desper­ 
ate hand-to-hand fighting which put 
the revolt under control. 
The band of crim inals who gambled 
with their life for freedom, and lost, 
was louted last night when nearly 300 
national guardsm en stormed 
across 
the prison yard. 
Five 
ringleaders of 
the 
rebellion 
died in th at last assault. 
Another 
mufiYieer died later of wounds, bring­ 
ing the death list to ten, for two other 
convicts and the head keeper, George 
A. DO rn ford, had been killed in the 
fighting earlier in the day, during the 
tense m om ents when the life of W ar­ 
den E dgar Jennings hung in the bal­ 
ance. 
At 9:30 A. M. today conditions were 
so quiet within the prison that the 425 
guardsm en from the 108th 
infantry 


were relieved of their duties and ord­ 
ered to their homes. 
A score of guards and convicts were 
wounded. 
The official list of dead: 
Principal Keeper D urnford. 
H enry Sullivan, convict, serving 21- 
year sentence. 
P erry Johnson, a lifer. 
Steve Pawlak, lifer recaptured after 
escape last summ er.

As eye witness accounts of the up­ 
rising and 
the 
subsequent fighting 
were assembled today 
the 
hopeless­ 
ness of the attem pt to escape became 
apparent. 
It was only for a few mniutes while 
the convicts held 
W arden 
Jennings 
hostage that the break appeared to 
have the least chance of success. But 
there was no hesitancy on the part of 
prison officials, despite § message pur­ 
porting to be from 
the 
w arden 
in 
which capitulation was urged. 
Once 
it was decided that the w arden m ust 
run his risks and the m utiny be curb­ 
ed, it wras a foregone conclusion th a t 
the rebellion would be 
crushed, 
al­ 
though in bloody fashion. 
All convicts who took p art in the 
uprising, even in a m inor degree, will 
be charged with first degree m urder, 
it wras announced 
from 
Albany 
by 
Raym ond Kieb, commissioner of cor­ 
rections. 
From the scenes of violence which 
broke with sudden fury in the gray­ 
ness 
of a cold 
wanter 
day, 
there 
emerged pictures of individual hero­ 
ism, self-sacrifice and stern devotion 
to duty. 
One of the heroes was 
the 
Rev. 


Donald Cleary, assistant pastor of the 
Holy Fam ily Church here. 
At 
the 
height of the rioting he went to the 
barricaded cellhouse where 
15 
con­ 
victs had blockaded themselves with 
W arden Jennings and 12 
guards 
as 
prisoners, and parleyed with the m u­ 
tineers. 
“I know most of those boys and I 
| knew’ that if I had a chance to reason 
.with them they would see how’ their 
(foolish 
attem pt 
would 
b ring, only 
i death and failure,” said F ath er Cleary 
in an interview’ with the United Press, 
,*‘and I knew they wouldn't fire on me. 
‘‘When I got to the door of the cell- 
| house and started talking to them, 
j however. I could see th at they W’ere 
j st ill full of hope that their desperate 
attem pt would succeed. 
They were 
sure, and told me so, that the authori­ 
ties w’ould be forced to let them out, 
because they had the 
w’arden 
and 
those guards there, shackled and help­ 
less. 
Four or five of them gave some 
indications of w eakening after I had 
; talked to them through the door, but 
the leaders argued them out of it. 
“Apparently they suspected a 
gas 
attack was coming, because three or 
four of them, behind the door, fixed 
handkerchiefs over their faces. 
‘‘I remained at the 
cellhouse 
for 
about ten minutes, telling them that 
the riot couldn't possibly succeed and 
urging them to surrender and save 
any fu rth er bloodshed. 
‘‘As far as I could determ ine there 
were about a dozen men, all of them 
armed, in the m ain group of m uti­ 
neers. 
I do not believe any others 
were armed, and the bulk of the pris­ 
on population was calm and had no 
p art in the riot. 
‘‘I saw, however, th at argum ent was 
useless. 
They told me they had al­ 
ready killed the head keeper, and th a t 
their only chance was to go on with 
their program, holding 
the 
w arden 


and guards until they got action on 
their dem and for release.” 
The m utiny started when 15 of the 
ringleaders, using smuggled guns and 
am munition, surrounded eight guards 
in one of the prison halls and dis­ 
arm ed them. 
Principal Keeper D u rn ­ 
ford was shot in the early stages of 
the mutiny. 
W arden Jennings was 
captured when he went 
to 
rem on­ 
strate with the convicts. 
' 
Acting Governor H erbert 
Lehm an, 
notified at Albany 
of 
the 
convicts' 
threats to kill the warden, dictated a 
terse ultim atum : 
| 
“Tell them to go to hell, there will 
( be no compromise with them." 
Tear and gas bombs wrere brought 
in from the outside, national guards­ 
men, policemen and firemen recruited 
from nearby cities, and machine guns 
stationed 
then the order to charge, 
the first of the successful assaults, was 
1 given.

A shower of te ar bombs was throw n 
.through the barred windows of the 
cellhouse.

.The first appropriation bill, carrying 
I m ore than $283,000,000 for the interior 
departm ent, was passed by the house 
yesterday and is to be sent to the sen­ 
ate today. 
This and other house m ea­ 
sures will he held up in the senate, 
probably until after 
Christmas, 
to 
give added time for tariff considera­ 
tion. 
The senate’s tax problem, already 
complicated by proposals to m ake it 
apply to 1930 corporation incomes In­ 
stead of 1929 was added to further by 
an am endm ent by Senator Couzens, 
republican, Michigan, which would re­ 
duce from 12V& to IO per cent the fed­ 
eral tax on capital gains. 
This would 
be effective starting on 1930 gains and 
losses. 
The one per cent cut on indi­ 
vidual normal taxes and corporation 
taxes, provided in the resolution as 
passed, would be effective only in 1929 
incomes, however. 
Couzens’ am endm ent is understood
